REMARKS

subsequent application(s). 

In response to the Office's species restriction requirement, Applicant elects to 
prosecute species "a cyclic D,L-a-peptide". Claims 3-4 and 19-21 encompass the such 
elected species. 

In response to the Office's species restriction requirement, Applicant elects to 
prosecute species "naturally occuring lipid". Claims 49-50 encompass such elected 
species. 

In response to the Office's species restriction requirement, Applicant elects to 
prosecute species "activable inactivated organic nanotube". Claims 5-10 encompass 
such elected species. 

In response to the Office's species restriction requirement, Applicant elects to 
prosecute species "activatable by a change in pH". Claim 6 encompasses such elected 
species. 

In electing the species above, Applicant requests REJOINDER, under MPEP § 
821.04, of the non-elected species claims upon allowance of any generic claims or 
claims directed to the elected species.
